A. BACKOROUND 

2. Whereas, having regard to the Customs Tarifr Act, 1975 as amended in 1995 
and the Customs Tariff (Identification, Aa s ee Hm ent and Collection of Anti-dumping 
Duty on Dumped Articlea and for Determination of Ir^ury) Rulea. 1995, the 
Designsaed Auttrorify (herein after referred to aa Authority) recommended imposition 
of Anti Dumping Duty dh Sports of Sodium Nhrite (hereinaW referred to as subject 
goods) originating in or exported from European Union (hereinafter referred to as 
subject oountries/lerritofy). The preliminary findings, final findings and amendment 
notification of the AiMk^ were published vide notificatfons No.54/1/2001-DGAD 
dated 1.2.2092, 28.10.2002 and on 24.3.2005 respectively. On the basis of findings 
and amendment, provisional duty, definitive anti dumping duties and amended 
definitive duties on the subject goods imported from subject countries/territory were 
imposed by the Department of Revenue vide notifkm^s Nos. 34/2002-Cu8tom8 
dated 28.3.2002. 132/2002-Customs dated 29.112002 an0 notification No.51/2005- 
customs dated 27.5.2(X)5 respectively. 

3. The Designated Authority, in terms of secdon 9A (5) of said Act. received a 
substantMaed application from M/s Deepak Nitrite Ltd, Pune and M/s Punjab 
Chemicals^ Crop Protection Ltd., Chand^arh requesting tor review and continuation 
of the anti-dumping duties levied on the subject goods, tor another five years on the 
grounds that the dumping had continued In spite of imposition of anti-dumping duty 
on in^>orts of subject goods from subject courrtries/terrftory and the domestic industry 
continued to suftor injury on account of dumping ^ the subject countries. It was also 
deimed that the anti-dumping duty was not sufficient to provide due relief to the 
domestic indus^ and cessation of anti-dumping duty would result in intensified injury 
to the domestic industry. The Designated Authority issued a public notice No. 

15/6/2006(SSR)-DGAD dated 6.3.2007, published in the Gazette of India, 
Extraordinary, initiating anti-dumping (Sunset Review) investigations, to examine 
whether the expiry of anti dumping duty wouW lead to continuation or recurrence of 
dumping, injury or both. 



PROCEDURE 
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In these proceedings the procedure described below has been followed: 

i) initiation of the review the Authority sent questionnaires, alongwith the 
initiation notification, to the known exporters/producers in the subject 

country/territory in accordance with the Rule 6(4), to elicit relevant 
information. 

ii) Notices were also sent to the domestic industry in India seeking relevant 
information in accordance with the Rules; 

iii) The Delegation of the European Commission in New Delhi was informed 
about the initiation of the investigation, in accordance with Rule 6(2), with a 
request to advise the exporters/producers in their countries to respond to 
the questionnaire within the prescribed time. 

iv) Questionnaires were sent to the known impgrters and consumers of 

subject goods in India calling for necessary information in accordance with 
Rule 6(4), 

v) . Transaction-wise data of imports for the period c investigation and 

preceding three years were called from Directorate General of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics (DGCI&S) and have been relied upon in this 
investigation; 

vi) Copies of the initiation notification were also sent to FICCI Cl I and 
ASSOCHAM for wider circulation. 

vli) No exporter/producer and importer responded to the questionnaires. 

VIII) M/s. Deepak Nitrite Ltd, Vadodara and M/s.Punjab Chemicals & crop 
Protection Ltd, Chandigarh, being domestic industry, submitted the 
information/data; 

ix) The Authority verified the information furnished by the domestic industry to 
the extent possible on the basis of Generally Accepted Accounting 
Principles (GAAP) to examine the injury suffered, to work out optimum cost 
of production, cost to make and sell the subject goods in India and so as to 
ascertain if Anti-Dumping duty lower than the dumping margin would be 
sufficient to remove Injury to Domestic Industry; 

X) The Authority held a public hearing on 16^^ October.2007 to hear the 
interested parties orally, which was attended by representatives of the 
domestic industry. The written submissions received from interested 
parties have been considered by Designated Authority in this findings- 

XI) The Authority made available the public file as per Rule 6(7) to all 
interested parties containing non-confidential version of all evidence 
submitted by various interested parties for inspection, upon request 

XII) The views expressed by various interested parties in response to the 
initiation notification and subsequent to the public hearing are discussed in 
the relevant paragraphs to the extent these are relevant as per rules and 
have a bearing upon the case. The arguments raised by the interested 
parties have been examined, considered and, wherever appropriate dealt 
in relevant paragraphs.

5. The product involved in the original investigation was Sodium Nitrite in all 
form.

6. Sodium Nitrite Is an oxidizing smkI reducing agent. It is a white crys^line 
powder mostly used in Pharmaceuticals industries for production of Paracetamol, 
Analgin, Theophylline, Caffeine, Dye Industries, Lubricants, Construction chemicals. 

Rubber blowing agent, Heat transfer safte. me^ processing. Textiles, etc. 

7. The product is classified under Customs Tariff heading 28.34.10 of the 
Custcmis Tariff Act: per Indian Tiade Cfefesifteatibn.

11, The Authority takes note of arguments raised by the domestic industry 
regarding continued injury to the domestic industry. These arguments have been 
taken into account while analyzing the injury to the domestic industry, likelihood of 
recurrence of dumping and injury to the domestic industry. 


D. METHODOLOGY FOR CALCULATION OF DUMPING MARGIN 

Dumping Determination: Normal Value, Export Price and Dumping Margin 

D.1 Submission made bv domestic industry 
Domestic industry has made the following submissions:- 

12. Petitioner submitted that normal value in European Union Imply price of 
Sodium Nitrite in the domestic market of Eurc^^^ean Union In ordinary course of trade. 
Efforts were made to get evidence of the price at which the material is being sold by 
the producers/traders in domestic market of the European Union. Efforts were also 
made to get copy of the price list of the exporters/traders, which may form 
reasonable, sufficient and accurate evidence of normal value in domestic market of 
European Union in the ordinary course of trade. However, the petitioner has not 
been able to get any evidence of normal value in European Union, which can 
constitute accurate and adequate assessment of normal value for the present 
purpose. 


D.2 Examination bv the Designated Authority 

13. The Authority sent copies of the questionnaire to all the known exporters for 
Jbe purpose of'determination of normal value m accordance with Section 9A(1)(c). 

None of the producers/exporters from European Union have filed any response to 
the questionaire to the Designated Authority: In the absence of any data, the 
authority relied upon the facts available as per Rule 6(8). 

D.3 Methodology for calculation of dumping margin

Normal Value 

14. The authority has constructed the normal value by considering the raw 
material norms as per standard input output rtorriis (SION) and raw material prices of 
Caustic Soda as per prevailing prices in Europe as published in internationally 
followed and widely circulated magazine ICSLOR, Ammonia prices are taken as per 
international price as per DGCI&S published data, for manufacture of Sodium Nitrite. 
Based on above information available, the normal value has been calculated USD *** 
per MT. by considering the average exchange rate during POI of 1USD=Rs.45.57/-

INJURY DETERMINATION 

CONTINUATION OF INJURY 

Views of the Domeadc Industry 

17. Performance Of the domestic industrY improved in terms a number of 
parameters in 20p3-W with low volurne Import, volumes. Performance however 
deteriorated once again with the increase in import volumes in 2004-0$^ 2005-06 
and POL Deterioration in performance with increasing imports clearly suggests that 
the changes in the performance of the domestic indu^ are due to dj^ped imports. 
Further die lahded value from the subject country have been below the net sales 
realization of the domestic industry. The imports continued to cause price 
undercutting. Resultantly, the volume and market share of imports increased. As a 
direct consequence, market share of the domestic industry declined. Iruxe^ in 
imports and market share and consequent prices offered by the domestic industry 
directly resulted in further deterioration of profit/loss situation, ROI md cash flow 
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suggests that the situation of the domestic industry would remain adverse in the 
situation of continued subject imports. Further the final findings notified by the 
Designated Authority in the matter of sunset review investigations against China that 
the domestic industry suffered injury in 2003-04 and performance of the domestic 
industry severely deteriorated between 2003-04 and 2006-07. Thus, it may be 
concluded that whereas the domestic Industry was already suffering injury. Its injury 
got aggravated due to dumping from Europe. Performance of the domestic industry 
further deteriorated In terms of production, capacity utilization, market share, prices, 
profit/loss, return on irivejstment, cash flow and growth. Evidently, situation of the 
domestic industry continued to remain adverse. Further, the performance would at 

best deteriorate further, should the anti dumping duty in force be revoked at this 
stage. 

# 

. Examination by the Authority 

18. The Authority has taken note of various arguments raised in regard to injury 
to the domestic industry. The Authority also notes that anti-dumping duty is in force 
against European Union . In its final determination in respect of EU, the Authority 
has determined that imports from subject country was at dumped prices. Therefore, 
for the purpose of injury and causal link analysis, the imports from subject country 
has been treated as dumped Imports. 

19. Article 3.1 of the ADA and Annexure II of the AD Rules provide for an 
objective examination of both, (a) the volume of dumped imports and the effect of 
the dumped imports on prices in the domestic market for the like products; and (b) 
the consequent impact of these imports on domestic producers of such products, 
with regard to the volume effect of the dumped imports. The authorities are required 
to examine whether there has been a significant increase in imports, either in 
absolute term or relative to production or consumption in the importing member. 
With regard to the price effect of the dumped imports, the authorities are required to 
examine whether there has been significant price undercutting by the dumped 
imports as compared to the price of the like product in the importing country, or 
whether the effect of such imports is otherwise to depress prices to a significant 
degree, or prevent price increase, which would have otherwise occurred to a 
significant degree. 

20. For the purpose of injury analysis the Authority has examined the volume 
and price effects of dumped imports of the subject goods on the domestic industry 
and its effect on the prices and profitability to examine the existence of injury and 
causal links between the dumping and injury, if any.

22. The DOCI 81 S has provided transactton^wisO data oh imports. The same has 
been retied upon for analysis. The data shows that die totat imports has increased 
from 5547 MT in 2003-04 (base year) to 8733 MT during OctObbr 2005 to 
September 2006 (POt). It has also been noted that imporfs from subjet^ country has 
increased by 224% from the base year in absolute terms. Share of subject country in 
total imports, which was only 14.39% in the base year has gone up to 30.55% during 
POL 

23. The Authority also notes that the imports from China PR (coun^^ 

attracting anti-dumping duty) has also increased from 2785 MT to 6O05'^Mfi.e. il 8 % 
during POI as compared to base year. The share of China PR has increased from 
50.21% to 69.46%. The sham of other countries which was significant at 35.40% 
has become nil during POL The data indicates that the subject^country and Chfria 
PR have increased theHr share in imports. -

24. The demand of the subject goods has been calculated by addition of domestic 
sales of all producers, captive consumption and all imports from all countries. The 
sales of other producers have been taken as estimate provided by the domestic 
industry. The above data indicates that the demand grew by 11% during POI as 
compared to base year. The market share in demand of the domestic industry has 
declined from 68.54% in base year to 62.61% during POI. It has also been noted 
that the share of the captive consumption has declined from 3.59% to 2.64% during 
the same period. 

25. The demand of subject goods has been assessed as 33225 MT during POI, it 
has increased by 3231 MT during POI afe compared to base year, however, the 
capacity of the domestic industry has rrot grown during the same period. It 
continued as 23500 MT during these years. During POI, the production was 23369 
MT at 100% capacity utilization indicating gap in demand and supply within the 
country. 

26. The share in demand of the subject country increased from 2.66% in base 
year to 8.03% in POI. During the same period, the share of imports from China PR 
(the country already attracting anti-dumping duty) also increased from 9.29% to 
18.26%.

27. The data shows that the capacity of the domestic industry remained same 
over the injury period. It remained at 23500 MT (for Sodium Nitrite only) during the 
entire period. It, however, also shows that the domestic industry can produce the 
goods above the stated installed capacity. The production was 5% higher than the 
stated capacity in 2004-05, the production, however, declined in 2005-06 and POI. It 
has also been noted that capacity of the domestic industry remained fully^ utilized 
during the injury period. The increase and decline in production indicates some 
linkage with the increase and decline in exports and captive consumption.

28. The data shows that the domestic merchant sales has not shown much 
fluctuation during the entire ir^ury perfod. It fluctuated within the range of phis^minus 
1%. Frorri the base year to PGI, the sate increased by 1% i e/by 247* MT. The 
exports sales shows declining trend. It dedirte from MT in the base year to 
1672 MT in POI i.e. by 574 MT. Shiitaiiy, the cdptive consiimptiori also shows 
declining trend. It declined from 1078 MT in base year to 876 MT during PCI i.e by 
202 MT. 

29. The average inventory of the domestic industry shows rising trend. It 
increased by 356 MT in 2005-06 as compared to 2004-05 and declined by 66 MT 
during POI as compared to immediate preceding year. The average inventory 
measured as numb^ of sales days shows that it increased to 12 days in POI as 
compared to 8 days in base year. 

(B) Price Effect of the Dumped imports on the Dottieetic lrtdtfetiy 

30. The impact on the prices of the domestic industry on account df dumped 
Imports from the subjecft country has been examined' with reference to the price 
undercutting, price underselling, price suppression and price depression, if any. For 
the purpose of thi$ analysis the weighted average cost of production, weighted 
average Net Sales Realisation (NSR) and the Non-Injuriogs Price (NIP) of the 
domestic Industry (worked out on the basis of the costing informatioh of the dbmestic 
industry) have been cornpared with landed value of imports from the subject country.

31. A comparison for subject goods during the period of investigation was made 
between the weighted average landed value of dumped imports and the domestic 
selling price in the domestic market. In determining the net sales realization of the 
domestic industry, taxes, the rebates, discounts and commission offered by the 
domestic industry have been adjusted. 

32. The export price from the subject country has shown rising trend. The export 
price has increased by Rs.2554 PMT in POI as compared to base year. During the 
same period, the customs duty declined from 25% in base year to 12.5% in POI, 
consequently, the landed value of the subject goods increased by Rs.1105 PMT in 
POI as compared to base year During this period, the net selling price of the 
domestic industry declined by 5%. The undercutting of the selling price of the 
domestic industry by the imports (without anti-dumping duty) from subject country 
continued during the entire injury period though it declined in POI as compared to 
base year. The undercutting was in the range of 5 to 10% during the POI. The 
Authority also notes that undercutting by imports (with anti-dumping duty) from 
subject country was negative during POI. 

33. The data on cost of production shows that cost of production has been rising 
from base year to POI. It increased by 15% during POI as compared to base year. 
The data on selling price shows that selling price has been declining from base year 
to POI. In POI when the cost of production increased by 15% selling price declined 
by 5% as compared to base year, resulting to increase in losses and indicating that 
the prices remained suppressed. 

34. The price underselling is an important indicator of assessment of injury; thus, 
the Authority has worked out a non injurious price and compared the same with the 
landed value to arrive at the extent of price underselling. The non-injurious price has 
been evaluated for the domestic producer by appropriately considering the cost of 
production for the product under consideration during the POI. The analysis shows 
that the weighted average landed value of the subject goods from subject countries 
is less than the non injurious price determined for the domestic industry during the 
period of investigation. The underselling was in the range of 35-40% during the POI. 


Examination of other Injury Parameters 

35. After having examined the effect of dumped imports on the volumes and 
prices of the dom'estic industry and major Injury indicators like volume and value of 
Imports, capacity, output, capacity utilization and sales of the domestic industry as 
well as demand pattern with market shares of various segments in the earlier 
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section, other economic parameters which could indicate existence of injury to the 
domestic industry have been analysed hereunder as follows:

40. The average inventory of the domestic Industry shows rising trend. It has 
increased by 39% in POI as compared to base year. It increased by 356 MT in 
2005-06 as compared to 2004-05 and declined by 66 MT during POI as compared to 
immediate preceding year. The average inventory measured as number of sales 
days shows that it increased to 12 days in POI as compared to 8 days in base year.

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41. The capital employed during POI has increased by 51% both on account of 
net fixed assets and working capital. During the year 2005-06, domestic IrKlustry 
incurred capital expenditure for replacing certain items of plant and machinery with 
new ones without any capacity additions. Return on capital employed which was 
positive in the base year has become negative in 2004-05 and continued as negative 
thereafter. This shows a significant deterioration in the profitability on a continuing 
basis. 

vi) Profits and actual and potential eff^ts on the cash flow 

42. The domestic industry is a multi-product company therefore it was not 
possible to determine the actual magnitude of cash-flow of the product. 

vii) Factor affecting prices 

43. Evaluation of export prices from subject country shows that it had been 
increasing from base year to POI by 18%. The customs duty has, however, been 
declining from base year to POI. From 25% in 2003-04 it declined to 12.5% during 
POI. Consequently, the landed value of the subject goods increased by 6% from 
base year to POI. The cost of sales of the domestic industry in the same period, 
however, increased by 15%. 

CONCLUSION ON INJURY 

44. The demand of subject goods grew by 13%, 11% in 2005-06 and POI 
respectively as compared to 2003-04 (base year). The capacity of the domestic 
industry, however, continued to be same during the entire injury period. The 
merchant sales of the domestic industry also continued to be at the same level with 
minor fluctuation of plus-minus 1%. The export sales and captive consumption 
shows declining trend during the entire injury period. The decline in production 
coincides with the decline in export sales and captive consumption. The average 
inventory, however, shows piling of stock and increased during POI by stock 
equivalent to 4 days of sales. The capacity utilization of the domestic industry 
continued to be fully utilized during the entire injury period. 

45. As compared to base year, the cost of sates increase by 3% in 2004-05, 

13% in 2005-06 and 15% in POI. The selling price, however, declined to 93% in 
2004-05, 98% In 2005-06 and 95% in POL The profitability (profit/loss per MT) 
shows deterioration from 2003-04 onwards because of rising cost of sates and 
declining selling prices. Profits (PBIT) and cash profits shows similar trend of 
deterioration. The return on capital employed follows similar trend and continues to 
deteriorate. 

46. The above analysis shows that the domestic industry though fully utilized Its 
capacity, however. It continued to make losses Indicating continuing injury to the 
domestic industry. 
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OTHERS KNOWN FACTORS 

Volume and prices of imports from other sources 

47. It has been seen that Imports from China PR (country already attracting anti¬ 
dumping duty) had been completing with the imports from subject country. The 
imports from China PR has increased from 2785 MT in base year to 6065 MT in 
POL The imports from other countries continued to decline from base year to POL 
It was 2362 MT in base year, declined to 699 MT in 2004-05. 358 and .03 MT in 
POI, therefore, imports from other countries other than China PR cannot be reason 
for injury to the domestic industry. 

Contraction in demand and / or change in pattern of consumption 

48. Demand of the product under consideration has not registered any negative 
growth. Contraction in demand is not a possible reason, which could have 
contributed to injury to the domestic industry. 

Trade restrictive practices of and competition between the foreign and 
domestic producers 

49. The subject goods are freely importable and there are no trade restrictive 
practices in the domestic market. Therefore, this factor could not have been reason 
to cause injury to the domestic industry 

Development of technology and export performance 

50. Technology for production of the product has not undergone any change. 
Developments in technology is not a factor of injury. The domestic industry have 
some export activity, however, exports show declining trend and the volume during 
POI cteclined by 574 MT during POI as compared to base year. 

Productivity of the Domestic Industry 

51. Productivity of the domestic industry measured as production per day has 
shown that productivity has not changed during the entire injury period. 

CAUSAL LINK 

52. In view of the gap in supply and demand, the imports had been taking place. 
In rising demand the market share of domestic Industry was bound to decline. 
Therefore, the rising imports cannot be reason for decline of market share of the 
domestic industry particularly when the domestic industry continued to utilize its 
capacity fully, 

53. However, despite full utilization of its capacity, the domestic industry 
continued to suffer losses primarily because of its failure to increase the selling price 
despite rising cost of the production. The net selling price of the domestic industry 
shows similar trend as that of lowest landed value (the landed value with anti¬ 
dumping duty) except during POI when net selling price has not increased with the 
rise in landed value. The trend indicates that the selling price of the domestic 
Industry was impacted by landed value of imports.

54. The dumping of subject goods have been taking place from two sources, i.e. 
European Union and China PR. The Imports from two sources indicate competition. 
The rise and decline of imports from eadi source clearly indicate llnka^ with the 
fluctuation in their export prices. From EU, with decline in prices in 2004-05, the 
imports voltwne increased. (During 2004-05, the export price from China increased 
and imports volume declined.) In 2005-06, though the prices from EU increased, 
volume also increased, however, from China PR export price increased marginally 
and volume also increased. In POl, prices increased from EU arKi volume declined 
but from China PR prices declined and volume increased. 

55. In view of the above, the Authority notes thsrt decline in the perfonriance of 
domestic industry and injury is attributabte to dumped imports from European Union 
(and China PR). 


LIKELIHOOD OF CONTINUANCE OF DVUP\HO 

56. The Authority notes that in the originat investigation conducted on 28.10.2002, 
the exporter (M/s BASF AKTIENGENSELLSCHAFp from Germany had not 
cooperated with the Authority and have qdned that “it Is evident that due to the 
41.3% regular duty there has to be dumping". In the present review, no exporter 
from European Union has cooperated and provided any information. The Authority 
further notes that anti-dumping duty have been impost by US concerning irr^xxls 
of sodium Nitrite from European Union (Irwestigatton Nos. 701-TA-453 and 731-TA- 
1136-1137 (Preliminary)). The domestic industry has pointed out that wittr the 
imposition of anti-dumping duty by US, the export^ from EU are likely to dtar^ the 
goods in India in case duty is vi^drawn. 

57. In absence of any response from exporters of the European Union and 
positive determination of dumping margin in the earlier section of this finding, there 
is no material on the record, circumstances and reason to believe that after 
withdrawal of duty, dumping from the European Union would discontinue. 


LIKEUHCX)D OF CONTINUANCE OF INJURY 


58. As analysed in the earlier section, the domestic industry continued to suffw* 
Injury because of decline in selling prices de^site rteing cost of procKrction. It 
also been noticed that during POl there was marginal negate undercut^ of 
selling price of the domestic industry by imports from European Union. It has ateo 
been noticed that the seWng price of tee domestic industry followed tr©ids of tiie 
lower landed value of dumped inHK>rts from different sources. In case, the c uty is 
withdrawn, the Imided value wifi become furth^ lower by current amount of te<5 anti¬ 
dumping duty aiKl undercuttir^g would be positive. This In turn would put presssure 
on the selling price of tee domestic industry. The domestic industry Is ajready 
suffering losses and decline in the selling price would r^ult in further deteiiora ten of 
the performance of the domeste: industry. The AuttK>rity, therefore, holds ti^t with 
the withdrawal of anti-dumping duty, the injury to the domestic Industrvj may 
intensify. 
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T FINAL FINDINGS 

59. The Authority after considering the foregoing concludes that: 

a. Subject goods originating in or exported from subject countriesAerritory have 
been exported to India below their normal value, resulting in dumping; 

b. The domestic industry has suffered material injury due to dumped imports; 

c. And discontinuation of antidumping duties on the subject goods from subject 
counthes/tenitory may result in continuance of dumping and continuance or 
intensification of injury to the domestic industry. 


J. Indian industry’s interest & other issues 

60. The Authority recognizes that the imposition of anti dumping duties might 
affect the price levels of the product In India. However, fair competition on the Indian 
market will not be reduced by the anti dumping measures. On the contrary, 
imposition of anti dumping measures would remove the unfair advantages gained by 
dumping practices, would prevent the decline of the domestic industry and help 
maintain availability of wider choice to the consumers of subject goods. The 
Authority notes that the imposition of anti dumping measures would not restrict 
imports from subject countriesAerritory in any way, and therefore, would not affect 
the availability of the product to the consumers. The consumers could still maintain 
two or even more sources of supply 

61. The purpose of anti-dumping duties, in general, is to eliminate Injury caused 
to the Domestic Industry by the unfair trade practices of dumping so as to re¬ 
establish a situation of open and fair competition in the Indian market, which is in the 
general interest of the country. Imposition of anti-dumping measures would not 
restrict Imports from the subject countriesAerritory in any way, and, therefore, would 
not affect the availability of the products to the consumers. 


K. Recommendations 


62. In view of positive determination of likelihood of dumping and injury on 
account of imports from subject countriesAerritory the Authority is of the opinion that 
continuation of the measure is .required against imports from subject 
countriesAerritory. However, considering the current level of dumping from subject 
countriesAerritory and injury suffered by the domestic industry, the Authority is of the 
opinion that the measure In force needs to be revised. Therefore, Authority 
considers It necessary and recommends anti-dumping duty on imports of subject 
goods from subject countriesAerritory in the form and manner described hereunder.

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63. Having regard to the lesser duty rule followed by the authority, the Authority 
recommends continued imposition of definitive anti-dumping duty on imports of the 
subject goods originating in or exported from European Union, equal to lower of 
margin of dumping and the margin of injury, so as to offset dumping and remove the 
injury to the domestic industry. The Authority In this case considers it appropriate to 
impose the anti-dumping duty on reference price basis and accordingly, 
recommends imposition of definitive antidumping duty as difference between amount 
indicated in Col. 8 of the table below and the landed value, to be imposed from the 
date of notification to be issued in this regard by the Central Government, on all 
imports of subject goods originating in or exported from European Union.
